Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 26 May, 2009, 
which amends claims 1-4. 

Claims 1-20 are pending. 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of claims 1 and 2 as being anticipated by 
Ma et al. (US 6,916,554 B2), is overcome due to Applicant's amending of the claims in 
the reply filed 26 May, 2009. 

3. The rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of claims 1-4 and 16 as being 
unpatentable over Igarashi et al. (US 2001/0019782 Al) is withdrawn due to applicant's 
persuasive argument, see Remarks pages 1 1 and 12 in the reply filed 26 May, 2009. 

4. Claims 1 -4 and 1 6 are allowable. Claims 5-1 5 and 1 7-20, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of 
an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the 
restriction requirement between inventions of groups 1-3, as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 29 April 2008, is hereby withdrawn and claims 5-15 and 17- 
20 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. In view 
of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the

claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See InreZiegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 


Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Ma et al. (US 6,916,554 B2) teaches a metal complex of instant 
formula (I) and (la) however the compounds taught by Ma et al. require difluoro- 
substitution which is outside to scope of the present claims. Any modification of the 
compounds of Ma et al. to remove the difluoro-substituents would be in direct 
contradiction to the teachings of the reference, explicitly requiring the difluoro- 
substituents, therefore the present compounds are not obvious over the prior art 
reference. 

Igarashi et al. (US 2001/0019782 Al) teaches a variety of organometallic 
compounds. The reference teaches (phenylpyridine)iridium complexes and further 
teaches cyano as a substituent to metal complexes. While placing a cyano substituent 
in the para position of a (phenylpyridine)iridium complex would be obvious applicants 
have presented persuasive evidence of unexpected results, see Remarks pages 1 1 and 
12 in the reply filed 26 May, 2009. A blue shift in the emission spectra would be 
expected for a complex moving a cyano from the meta to the para position because the 
para position is known to give a substituent a stronger effect on the electronic properties

of a complex, one of ordinary skill however would not expect a blue shift of the 
magnitude demonstrated. Applicant's evidence demonstrates that moving the cyano- 
substituent a single position causes a blue shift of 40 nm, which changes the emission 
color from green to blue.
